Walking is one of those fundamental move- 
ments that every beginner Jearns as he gets 
aequainted with those funny things on his feet 


that are called skis, 

The most important thing for the boginner 
to remember in this. exercise is that he is on 
skis, not in strect shoes, Even though the mancu- 
ver consists of short rhythmical steps, it is not

The ntain difference is that the ski is not lifted 
olf the snow. The ¥ki should slide forward, al-

Each “step” is nccompanied by a forward 
swing of the pole and the arm opposite the 
forvatd-moving lew, For example, as the left ski 
moves forward, the right arm is extended for- 
ward. The pole Is placed in the snow néar the 
boot, which puts the skier in a position to slide 
the opposite ski forward and gives balance on 
either side. 

With each movement, the weight goes from 
the stationary ski to the advancing ski,
